NAUTICAL PNTELLIGENCE. 

This morning arrived a'mail from Lifbon, brought 
to Falmouth by the Adolphus packet, Captain Creafe, 
after a paflage of 23 days.» By this mail we learn that 
Earl St Vincent with his fleet had returned to Lifbon, 
where it was currently reported that the French troops 
were marching through Spain, to attack Portugal. All 
the Portugueze troops were therefore on their way to 
the.frontiers, and the Englifh merchants, it is added, 
in confequence of this intelligence were preparing to 
leave Lifbon. , 

Yefterday advices were received by Government of 
the general {tate of prepartion in fome of the ports of 
France for the expedition againft England. Within 
the laft fortnight, the preparations, both naval and mi- 
litary, are become more vifible, and appear in fome pla- 
ces in a great degree of forwardnefs. 

The following is an extract of a letter received from 
an officer belonging to the fquadron of Sir Richard 
Strachan, off the mouth of the Siene : 

Off Havre, March 25. 

“ There are four frigates and. five corvettes in this 
port, rhe former of which and one of the latter are 
ready for fea. We boarded a nentral veffel yelterday, 
which informed us thattmoft of the effective feamen at 
| Havre>were fent two days before overland to Brett, 
preparations are making for fome immediate expedition. 
‘There are a great many Mat-bottomed boats at Havre, 
that carry two heavy gunseach, one in the bow, and 
the other in the ftern. ‘Twenty-two of them are now 
lying in the inner road, ‘ant when we ftand in, we oc- 
cafionally fee the foldiers exercifed in rowing and failing 
them. ‘Fhey are lugger-rigged, have from 30 to 40 
oars, and carry from 70 to 80 men. We can count 
14 more building upon the beach, which have been run 
up ina few days. All the’ veffels with which we have 
hitherto fpoken agree in their.accounts that it is the in- 
tention of the enemy ta complete 100 of thefe boats. — 
Itis now underftood, from every intelligence that can 
be collected, that a general attack is intended by way 
of feint againft England, in order to favour a real ex- 
pedition again{t Ireland.” 
By the fame advices we underftand that the prepara- 
tions in the port of Breft have been renewed with great 
vigour ; nine fail of the line appear to be ready. for fea, 
befides 1 3 frigates. ;

DEFENCE OF THE COUNTRY. 
A BILL 


To enable his Majefty more effectually to provide for the de- 
fence and fecurity of the realm; and for indempifying per- 
fons who may fuffer in their property by fuch meafures as 
may be neceflary for that parpole. 
Whereds it is expedient that his Meirty fhould be enabled 
to exercife, in the molt effeCtual manner, the powers by law 
vefted in him for preventing and repelling am invafion of this 
kingdom by his Majefty’s enemies; and that for fuch purpofe, 
provifions fhould be made to enforce prompt obedience to fuch 
orders as his Majefty fhall think fit to iffue for procuring the 
information cullen to the effectual exercifz of fuch powers, 
upon any emergency ; and for applying, in the moft expeditious 
manner, and with the greateft cffe&, the voluntary fervices of 
his loyal fubjeéts for the defence of the kingdom; and alfo to 
enable his Majefty to procure ground, which may be wanted 
for erecting batteries, beacons, and other works, which may be 
deemed neceffary for the public fervice ;. and alfo to provide for 
the indemnity (in certain cafes) of perfons who may fuffer in 
thejz property by meafures which may be taken for the defence 
an eat of th¢ country, apd annoyance of the enemy: 
it enacted by the King’s Moft Excellent Majefly, by and 
with the advice and confent of the Lords Spiritual and Tempo- 
ral, and Commons, in this prefent Parliament affembled, and 
by the authority of the fame, that the Licutenants of the feve- 
ral counties, ridings, and places within that part of Great Bri- 
tain called England, and of the feveral counties, ftewartries, ci- 
ties, and places of that part of Great Britain called Scetland, 
and their Deputy Licutenants, or fuch of them as his Majefty 
fhall direét, and the Deputy Lieutenants ating as Lieutenants 
under the laws now in force, fhall refpectively, in obedience and 
conformity to fuch orders a3 his Majefty fhall think fis to iffue 
for that purpofe, procure returns of the numbers of men refi- 
ding within the feveral counties, ridings, ftewartries, and places 
atorefaid, who fhall be of the age of years, and 
under the age of years (excepting Clergymen of 
the churches of England and Scotland, licenfed Teachers of dif- 
fenting congregations, the great Officers of State, his Majefty’s 
Judges, and perfons adtually ferving in the army, navy, or mi- 
litia 3) with their refpective names, degrees, ftations in life, bu- 
finefs, and employment, diftinguifhing which of them are by 
reafon of infirmity incapable of active fervice, or are entitled 
to any exemption from fervice, with the ground fer fuch ex- 
emption, and which of them are engaged in any volunteer 
corps, and what corps,and which of them are willing to en- 
gige themfelves, in case of an invafion of this kingdom, or im- 
minent danger thereof, to be armed, arrayed, trained, aud ex- 
erciled for the defence of the kingdom, and upon what terms; 
and which of them are willing to engage in cafes of emergency, 
either gratuitoufly or tor hire, as drivers of carriages, of hortes, 
or drivers of waggons, carts, or cattle, or as poineers or other 
labourers for any works or labour which may be neceflary for 
the public: fervice; and alfo diftinguithing all aliens and Qua- 
kers, and with fuch other particulars as his Majefty fhall think 
fit to require, and as may beft enable his Majefty, and the Lieu- 
tenants and Deputy Lieutenants, or fuch of them as fhall be 
commifhoned for fuch purpofes, and his Majefty’s General Of- 
ficers in their re{pective diftrids, and other perfons acting un- 
der his Majefty’s authority, to judge in what manner fuch vo- 
lunteers refpectively, and fuch other men fic for fervice in cafe 
of neceflity, can be moft advantageoufly employed for the de-

recefs. Fle gave notice however, that if the Chancel- 
lor of the Exchequer did not bring .up the report on 
the land tax on Thurfday, he thould expect to have 
that day left open for his motion: ~~ 
Mr Pitt obférved that all he had ftated was, that 
he fuppofed the Hon. Gentleman’s mation was not very 
prefling, as it had been frequenthy deferred by himfelf 
before.

which were in the printed bill, he would therefore pro- 
pofe to be {truck out. The blank of ‘the age of the 
perfons who were to ferve was, on Mr Dunpas’s mo- 
tion, filled up with the words “ fificen and under /ixty.” 
Mr Trerney faid he could not allow the firft claufe 
to pafs without making fome remarks upon it. As the 
fervice was to be voluntary, he wifhed no improper 
diftinétions to be made ; bat by the bill it appeared that 
thofe who did not offer to ferve would be placed in an 
invidous fituation, There might be a great number of 
family reafons which would render. it inconvenient for 
many perfons to be called out, under-the provifions of 
this bill, who might, notwithftdnding, be as fincerely 
difpofed to ferve their country as any who heard him, 
—But if the Lord Lieuteriant of-every county was to 
publifh a lift of all the perfons who were. willing to 
ferve, and another of all thofe who were not willing, 
fuch publications would have a very mifchievous ef- 
fect. If it was neceflary to make diltinétions at al 
it could only be of the difaffeéted, bat_ under this i 
thofe whofé refufal tight arife from cr 1 
only, would be placed in the fame invidious fituation as 
thofe who were hoftile to the Government. He had 
no other objection to the bill than this. 
Mr Hosxouse gave the bill his moft cordial fupport, 
though there were parts of fome claufes to which he 
objected, particularly to thofe which in-any degree tend- 
ed to render the fervice any other than voluntary.
